D iseases, insects and the weather 
seemed to

.during the past month in an attem pt 
to destroy farm produce 
in 
this 
state, according to the first report 
o f the cooperative 
crop 
reporting 
service for Indiana 
issued 
today. 
The report shows the condition o f all 
principal crops to be somewhat un­ 
der the figures reported a month ago 
by the bureau of crop estim ates and 
the acreage o f corn, potatoes 
and 
timothy hay to be 
somewhat 
less 
than a year ago. 
Accompanying the report is a tab ­ 
le showing the condition o f the prin 
cipai crops by counties in Indiana, 
a s com pared to a normal condition. 
The condition o f the corn crop in 
Rush county is given a s 90 percent; 
wheat, 100; oats. 90; hay 81. 
Other 
counties in this section arc given a s 
follow s: 
Shelby—corn 
88, 
wheat 
93, oats 88 and hay 
09; 
Henry— 
corn 93, wheat 90, oats, 94, hay 97; 
Fayette—corn 90. wheat 100, 
oats 
95, hay 59: D ecatur— corn 88, wheat 
98. o ats 98, hay 08: H ancock—corn 
85. wheat 93, o ats 95 and hay 79. 
The sweet potato acreage is about 
the sam e a s last year and the tobac­ 
co acreage is increased slightly over 
last year. 
W eather conditions de­ 
layed corn planting until the last of 
June in some o f the southern coun­ 
ties. consequently the condition is 
not what it should l»e. 
Wheat, scab, 
loose smut and insects 
have 
done 
much dam age to the wheat crop and 
arm y worms were particularly bad 
in timothy and rye fields in the east- 
ern part o f the state. 
The loss to 
farm ers from this source can hardly 
be estim ated, but it will 
run 
into 
millions o f dollars. 
Melons and one 
or two other minor crops show an 
improvement over last month. 
The 
report follow s: 
W eather conditions and a short­ 
age of labor are the principal reas­ 
ons for a decrease in the corn a c ­ 
reage, although much corn ground 
w as given over to wheat last 
fall. 
The Ju ly condition is 88 per cent of 
normal, indicating a yield of 37.84 
bushels per acre on 4,881.00 acres. 
Loose smut and scab 
which 
are 
prevalent in practically all counties, 
together with some insect 
dam age 
caused a deterioration in the winter 
wheat crop o f C points, during the 
month. 
Rust and hot weather near­ 
ly ruined spring wheat in some lo­ 
calities. 
Present figures indicate a 
crop o f about 51,000,000 bushels of 
both winter and spring wheat. There 
is approxim ately 840,000 bushels of 
last years crop still on farm s.

The severe heat

provements which

in an effort to increase the taxable 
value of Rushville property and to 
equalize the assessments. Members 
of the board said today that they 
had 
worked 
conscientiously 
to 


equalize the assessments and had 
done the best the3' knew how.

with Bordeaux Mixture to which has 
been added three table spoofuls of 
pondered arsenate of lead for each 
gallon'of the mixture. The Bor- 
deanyx acts as a repellent- and the 
arsenate of lead will.poison those 
eatingfthe vines.

85, wheat 93, oats 95 and hay 79. 


The sweet .potato acreage is about 


the same as last year and the tobac- 
co acreage is increased slightly over 
last year. 
Weather conditions de- 


layed corn planting until the last of 
June in some of the southern coun- 
ties, consequently the condition is 
not what it should be. Wheat, scab, 
loose smut and insects have done 
much damage to the wheat crop and 
army worms were particularly. bad 
in timothy and rye fields in the east- 
ern part of the state. The loss to 
fanners from this source can hardly 
be estimated, but it will run 
into 


millions of dollars. Melons and one 
or two other minor crops show an 
improvement over last month. . The 
report follows: 


Weather conditions and a short- 


age of labor are the principal reas- 
ons for a decrease in the corn ac- 
reage, although much corn ground 
was given over to wheat last 
fall. 


The July condition is 88 per cent of 
normal, indicating a yield of 37.84 
bushels per acre on 4,881,00 acres. 


Loose smut and scab 
which are 


prevalent in practically all counties, 
together with some insect 
damage 


caused a deterioration in the winter 
wheat crop of 6 points, during the 
month. Rust and hot weather near- 
ly ruined spring wheat in some lo- 
calities. 
Present figures indicate a 


crop of about 51,000,000 bushels of 
both winter and spring wheat. There 
is approxianitely 840,000 bushels of 
last years orop still on farms. 


Onts are off 4 points 
compared 


with last month. The severe' heat 
at the time of filling is the principal 
cause of the deterioration, although 
the rainy weather had a bad effect. 
Present figures indicate a produc- 
tion of approximately 66.400,000 
bushels. 


Barley shows a decline of only 2 


points, as compared with last month 
due principally to the army worm 
devastation 
in the eastern part of 


the state. Present figures indicate 
a crop of approximately fi.738,000 
bushels. 


The potato 
acreage is slightly 


less than last 
year 
due to heavy 


falling off in the c.ommercial crop. 
Present figures indicate a crop of 
7,852,000 bushels on approximately 
95,000 acres. 


The sweet potato acreage is prac- 


tically the same as last year and a 
crop of 300,000 bushels is indicated 
on the 3,000 acres set out.

SOME ARE FOUND NEAR MAYS 


Bert Trowbridge. a farmer resid- 


ing near Mays, reports that chinch 
bugs are appearing large numbers 
in his corn. 


The chinch bug travels on 
foot 


from rye and wheat 
fields to 
the 


corn after the small grains 
are in 


shock, according to County Agent 
Detrick. 


Mr. Detrick suggests that farmers 


examine their corn where it joins a 
wheat or rye field. If the weather 
stays dry and the bugs are in suffi- 
cient numbers, they may do consid- 
erable damage. 


After they are

over the corn field nothing can be 
done to control them, but if proper 
control measures are used, they can 
be kept from entering tlie corn.
